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BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS 

OF 

THE CLEVELAND CHAMBER OF INDUSTRY. 

Revised February 9, 1914. 

Article I. 

Membership. 

Composition. 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry shall be composed 
of Active, Non-Resident, Life and Honorary members. 

Active Members. 

All men of good standing who are residents of and inter¬ 
ested in the commercial, industrial and municipal advancement 
of the city of Cleveland west of the Cuyahoga River and its 
suburbs, and all other men who have property interests in the 
above territory are eligible for active membership. 

Non-Resident Members. 

All men of good standing who are not residents of and 
who have no property interests in the city of Cleveland west 
of the Cuyahoga River and its suburbs, but who are inter¬ 
ested in the commercial, industrial and municipal advance¬ 
ment of that territory, are eligible for non-resident member¬ 
ship, and they shall enjoy all the privileges of active member¬ 
ship except to vote and hold official positions. 

Honorary Membership. 

Any man of distinction may be admitted to honorary 
membersip and he shall enjoy all the privileges of active 
membership and be exempt from all fees and dues. 

Application. 

All candidates for membership, except honorary member¬ 
ship, shall make written application to the board of directors, 
said application being.a guarantee to adhere to all by-laws, 
rules and regulations adopted by the chamber or its board of 
directors, and there shall accompany each application, in cur¬ 
rency or check, the sum of $11.25, of which amount $6.25 
shall be credited to the first payment of $25 on seat certificate 
subscription and $5 shall be credited to dues account. In 
case the applicant is not admitted to membership, the remit¬ 
tance of $11.25 shall be returned to said applicant. Honorary 
members shall be nominated by the membership committee and 
elected by the board of directors. A proposition to confer 
honorary membership may be made in writing to the mem¬ 
bership committee by any member of the chamber.

Election. 


To elect an applicant to membership it shall require the 
recommendation of the membership committee and an affirma¬ 
tive vote of the directors present at the meeting at which such 
application is considered; five negative votes shall defeat the 
motion to elect. 


Notice. 


At least five days notice of approval by the membership 
committee shall be posted on the bulletin board, or published 
in The Cleveland Enterprise. 


Announcement. 


At each regular meeting of the chamber the secretary 
shall read the names of all candidates elected by the board 
of directors unless otherwise ordered. 


Objection. 


Objection to any candidate recommended for election by 
the membership committee shall be communicated to the board 
of directors in writing before the meeting at which such can¬ 
didate is voted upon. 


Dues. 


Each member shall pay yearly dues of ten dollars, pay¬ 
able semi-annually in advance on the first of January and July. 


Commencement. 


The annual dues of each member shall commence and 
include the month in which said applicant shall have been 
elected at the rate of one dollar per month for any unexpired 
semi-annual period. 
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Delinquency. 

If any member shall fail to pay his clues within three 
months after date of maturity, or for his seat as provided for 
by the board of directors, said board may instruct the secretary 
to notify him of such delinquency with instructions that if not 
paid in ten days, his name will be posted upon the bulletin 
board. If at the end of ten days he still remains delinquent, 
his certificate may be forfeited, and if an owner thereof, his 
membership seat may be sold to cancel such delinquency, un¬ 
less otherwise ordered, by the board of directors. The cham¬ 
ber shall have a lien for all moneys due it from delinquent 
members upon seats held by them. 

Suspension and Reinstatement. 

Any member who is in arrears for dues may be suspended 
by vote of the board of directors after due notice has been 
given as provided in the foregoing section. In case any sus¬ 
pended member should desire reinstatement, he must make 
application in the regular manner, pay up all delinquent dues 
and may thereupon be reinstated as a member of the chamber. 

Rebat ement. 

The board of directors shall have power to rebate the 
dues of any delinquent member and continue the membership 
in good standing. 

Transfer. 

The membership of any seat holder may be transferred 
to any duly elected member, subject to the provisions of 
Article 2. 

Resignation. 

All resignations shall be made in writing to the board of • 
directors; but if any resignation is made after a payment is 
due, the member presenting it shall not be relieved from 
liability for dues of the semi-annual period entered upon. 

Forfeiture. 

Any person who, from any cause, shall cease to be a 
member, shall forfeit all his active rights and interest in the 
chamber, excepting his property right as a seat holder, as pro¬ 
vided in Article 2. 
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Article II. 

MEMBERSHIP SEATS. 

Classes. 

There shall be two classes of membership seats, as fol- / 
lows: Regular membership seat; Life membership seat. 

Regular. 

The issue of regular membership seat certificates shall 
be limited to twelve hundred, except as hereinafter stipulated, 
and shall be sold at the par value of twenty-five dollars each. 
The regular seat certificate, unimpaired, shall be transferable 
to any duly elected member. 


Life. 

Life membership seat certificates issued prior to May 14, 
1912, are transferable, unimpaired, to any duly elected mem¬ 
ber and exempt the holder from the payment of all fees and 
dues. Any life membership seat certificate issued after May 
14, 1912, shall not be transferable and upon the decease of 
any member holding such certificate so issued, the same shall 
revert to and become the property of the chamber. 

Re-Issue. 

Any regular membership certificate acquired by the board 
of directors may be sold and re-issued to any active member. 

Certificate . 

Every subscriber to a membership seat shall upon pay¬ 
ment in full for the same, be entitled to a certificate of owner¬ 
ship bearing the seal of the chamber and the signatures of the 
president and secretary. 


Transfer. 

Any regular membership seat certificate of a deceased 
member may be transferred by his legal representatives to 
any duly elected member. 
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Surrender. 

If the owner of a seat certificate ceases to be a member, 
for any cause, except death, his membership seat shall thereby 
be surrendered to the chamber and such certificate may be sold 
at the discretion of die board of directors, for not less than 
its face value, and when sold the proceeds of such sale, less 
any and all unpaid obligations to the chamber, shall be paid 
to the person in whose name the certificate stands on the 
books of the chamber, or to his legal representatives. 

Notices. 

In the event of the failure of any member whose seat 
has been surrendered to return to the secretary his seat cer¬ 
tificate within 10 days after such surrender, with proper en¬ 
dorsement of transfer, notice of such failure shall be posted 
on the bulletin board for a period of not exceeding thirty days 
and notice to return such certificate shall be mailed to such 
member at his address on the books of the chamber. 


Effective. 

No transfer of any certificate shall be effective until the 
outstanding certificate has been surrendered and entered on 
the books of the chamber, and a new certificate issued to 
transferee. Provided, however, where the owner of a seat 
certificate who ceases to be member for any cause, except 
death, and such member fails, neglects or refuses to surrender 
his outstanding certificate upon proper notice as above pro¬ 
vided, the board of directors may order a new certificate 
issued to a transferee without the surrender of such old cer¬ 
tificate. 


Loss. 

In the event of the loss or destruction of any seat certifi¬ 
cate, the owner thereof, or his legal representative, shall make 
a declaration of such loss or destruction before a notary, and 
shall transmit the same to the board of directors, who may 
cause a new certificate to be issued. The form of such affi¬ 
davit shall be as follows:

Forfeiture . 

Any member whose seat has been surrendered, who shall 
fail to return his certificate, or, in lieu thereof, a declaration 
of its loss or destruction, within thirty days after the date of 
the notice provided in this article, shall forfeit the same to the 
chamber and shall thereby surrender his property right. Any 
person who is a subscriber for a membership seat certificate, 
and who, from any cause, except death, shall cease to be a 
member before completing payment of such subscription, shall 
forfeit to the chamber all moneys that have been paid on 
account of such subscription, and moneys thus forfeited shall 
be credited to the sinking fund. 

Sinking Fund. 

There shall be a sinking fund established to which shall 
be credited all amounts accruing from the forfeiture of any 
partial payment on membership seat certificate subscription as 
provided in the foregoing section, or any other funds that the 
board of directors may designate. No moneys shall be drawn 
or transferred from the sinking fund for any purpose, except 
by the unanimous vote of the directors present at a regular 
meeting of the board of directors. 

In Case of Death. 

Upon the decease of a seat holder, whose membership 
seat has been paid for in whole or in part, the secretary shall 
notify his legal representative of the standing of such member 
upon the books of the chamber and such legal representative 
shall have the option, after the payment of all arrearages of 
such deceased member, to sell such certificate to any duly 
elected member of the chamber or to forfeit the same as above 
provided. 

Article III. 

BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

Government. 

The government of the chamber shall be vested in the 
board of directors, who shall have control of its property and 
the direction of its affairs. 
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Composition. 

The board of directors shall consist of nineteen members, 
who shall be elected annually as hereinafter provided. 

Districts. 

In order to effect an equitable geographical distribution 
of the directors there shall be nine districts and two directors 
elected from each district, said directors to be residents of 
the districts from which they are elected. The nine districts 
shall be as follows: 

First District—First Ward. 

Second District—Second Ward. 

Third District—Third Ward. 

Fourth District—Fourth Ward. 

Fifth District—Fifth Ward. 

Sixth District—Sixth Ward. 

Seventh District—Seventh Ward. 

Eighth District—Eighth Ward. 

Ninth District—Lakewood. 

Commencing with the election of a board of directors in 
1913, the following rules shall govern: 

First District—There shall be four nominations and the 
candidate receiving the highest number of votes shall be 
elected for a term of two years, and the candidate receiving 
the next highest number of votes shall be elected for one year. 

Second District—There shall be four nominations. The 
candidate receiving the highest number of votes shall be 
elected for two years and the candidate receiving the next 
highest number of votes shall be elected for one year. 

Third District—There shall be no nominations in 1913, 
but in 1914 there shall be four nominations, the candidate 
receiving the highest number of votes to be elected for two 
years, and the candidate receiving the next highest vote to be 
elected for one year. 

Fourth District—There shall be four nominations, the 
candidate receiving the highest number of votes to be elected 
for two years, and the candidate receiving the next highest 
number of votes to be elected for one year. 

Fifth District—There shall be four nominations, the can¬ 
didate receiving the highest number of votes to be elected for 
two years, and the candidate receiving the next highest num¬ 
ber of votes shall be elected for one year. 
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Sixth District—There shall be no nominations in 1913, 
but in 1914 there shall be four nominations, the candidate 
receiving the highest number of votes to be elected for two 
years, and the candidate receiving the next highest number 
of votes to be elected for one year. 

Seventh District—There shall be four nominations, the 
candidate receiving the highest number of votes to be elected 
for two years, and the candidate receiving the next highest 
vote to be elected for one year. 

Eighth District—There shall be no nominations in 1913, 
but in 1914 there shall be four nominations, the candidate re¬ 
ceiving the highest number of votes to be elected for two 
years, and the candidate receiving the next highest number of 
votes to be elected for one year. 

'Ninth District—There shall be no nominations in 1913, 
but in 1914 there shall be four nominations, the candidate 
receiving the highest number of votes to be elected for two 
years, and the candidate receiving the next highest number 
of votes to be elected for one year. 

In all elections to be held after those provided for in this 
section there shall be elected annually one director from each 
district for a term of two years. No member shall serve as 
a director for more than one term in any four consecutive 
years. 

Duties. 

Their duties shall begin on the first Tuesday in January 
of each year, or as soon thereafter as they shall qualify, when 
they shall meet and elect a nineteenth director for one year 
and who shall be a seat holder, and officers for the year, and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. 
The limitations as to eligibility contained in the foregoing 
paragraph of this article shall not apply to such nineteenth 
director. 


Officers. 

The board of directors shall elect from its own members 
a president, two vice-presidents and a treasurer, and shall 
annually elect a secretary and fix his salary. 

Vacancies. 

The directors shall have power to fill vacancies in the 
board. 
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Rules. 

The board of directors may adopt rules and regulations 
for the government and proper business conduct of the cham¬ 
ber, and shall have power to amend the same. 

Reports. 

The board of directors shall submit, at the Annual Meet¬ 
ing, a full review of its acts for the preceding year and shall 
also cause to be prepared an Annual Report of the financial 
condition of the chamber, which shall at all times be on file 
in the office of the secretary and open to the inspection of any 
member. 

Article IV. 

OFFICERS. 

President. 

The president shall preside at all meetings of the cham¬ 
ber and board of directors. He shall perform all duties 
incident to his office and advise such action as may be deemed 
by him likely to increase the usefulness and prosperity of the 
chamber. 

The vice-presidents shall act in the absence of the presi¬ 
dent in the order of their election; and in the absence or dis¬ 
ability of the three officers named, a member shall be chosen 
to act temporarily. 

Treasurer. 

The treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the 
chamber. He shall make no disbursement except upon an 
order signed by the secretary and countersigned by the presi¬ 
dent, or, in the absence of the president, by one of the vice- 
presidents. He shall keep all moneys of the chamber depos¬ 
ited in his name in such depository as the board of directors 
may designate. He shall make monthly reports to the board, 
who shall require him to give acceptable bond, in a sum such 
as the board may determine, for the faithful performance of 
his duties. 

Secretary. 

It shall be the duty of the secretary to collect and keep 
a record of information of value to the members of the cham¬ 
ber, conduct the official correspondence, preserve all books, 
documents and communications, keep books of account and 
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maintain an accurate record of the proceedings of the cham¬ 
ber, board of directors and all standing committees. He shall 
supervise and direct the compilation of statistics and infor¬ 
mation of commercial and municipal value, and shall publish 
such reports as the board may order. He shall appoint and 
have general supervision over all employes of the chamber, 
incident to his office, subject to the direction of the board of 
directors. He shall perform such duties as may be incident to 
his office, subject to the direction of the board of directors. 
At the expiration of his term of office he shall deliver to the 
board of directors all books, papers and property of the 
chamber. 


Article V. 

COMMITTEES. 

The president shall appoint the following standing com¬ 
mittees of five members each, except the Acquaintance Com¬ 
mittee, which shall be composed of fifteen members:

Executive . 

The Executive Committee, composed of five members of 
the board of directors, shall transact all routine business 
of the chamber, and shall act for the board in the interim 
between its meetings or in the absence of a quorum thereof. 
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It shall have authority to order disbursements for the neces¬ 
sary expenses of the chamber, and shall audit the same for 
payment. It shall be empowered to employ such assistants, 
upon request of the secretary, as may be deemed necessary for 
the proper conduct of the business of the chamber. It shall 
have general supervision of the interest and property of the 
chamber. It shall submit at the regular meetings of the board 
reports of its acts or minutes of its proceedings for con¬ 
firmation. 

House . 

The president shall appoint a House Committee of five 
members. The duties of such committee shall be to make 
proper rules for the government of the club features attached 
to the chamber and to generally supervise the rooms, restaur¬ 
ant and all permanent amusement and entertainment features, 
and enforce such rules that proper conduct and decorum may 
be at all times observed. The rules so formulated and the 
permanent amusement and entertainment features proposed 
by the House Committee to first receive the approval of the 
board of directors, or executive committee, before becoming 
effective. 

Auditing. 

It shall be the duty of the Auditing Committee to conduct 
and supervise the examination and auditing of the books and 
accounts of the treasurer and secretary and report its findings 
to the board of directors at its first meeting in July and Janu¬ 
ary of each year, together with a statement of the financial 
condition of the chamber on June 30 and December 31 of 
each year. 

» Duties . 

Except when specified the duties of standing and special 
committees shall be indicated by the respective names, and 
shall be such as usually belong to similar committees. 

Service . 

No member shall serve as chairman on more than one 
standing committee at the same time. 

Reports. 

All standing and special committees shall report their 
proceedings at the regular meetings of the board or chamber, 
and shall submit to the board of directors, prior to its last 
meeting before the annual meeting of the chamber, a full 
report of their acts and findings from the time of appoint¬ 
ment. Reports of all committees must be submitted in writ¬ 
ing and filed with the secretary. 
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Inefficiency. 

Should any standing or special committee fail to dis¬ 
charge the duties assigned to it with reasonable promptitude, 
such committee shall be declared discharged by the president 
upon recommendation by the executive committee or board 
of directors, and the president shall appoint a new committee 
for confirmation. 

Discharge. 

All standing committees shall be considered discharged at 
the end of each chamber year, or until their successors are 
appointed. All special committees shall be continued until 
otherwise ordered by the incoming board of directors. 

Vacancies. 

Vacancies in any committee shall be filled by the presi¬ 
dent, subject to approval by the board of directors. 

Ex-Officio. 

The president and secretary shall be ex-officio members 
of all committees, unless otherwise ordered. 

Article VI. 

BOARDS, EXCHANGES OR ASSOCIATIONS. 

Any number of members who may desire to be associated 
together as a board, exchange, society or association, for the 
purpose of promoting more effectually the special trade, in¬ 
dustry, business or profession in which they are interested, 
may form a board of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry. 

The desire to form any board shall be communicated to 
the board of directors in a petition signed by not less than ten 
members, and if the board of directors shall approve the for¬ 
mation of such board, the secretary shall issue a call for a 
meeting of all members likely to be interested therein. 

If two-thirds of those called shall favor the formation of 
such board, this fact in writing shall be communicated to the 
board of directors, who shall issue a certificate of organization 
bearing the seal of the Chamber and the signature of its presi¬ 
dent and secretary; but such certificate shall not be issued un¬ 
til the board of directors shall have approved all by-laws, 
rules and regulations adopted, or proposed to be adopted, by 
such board. 

Each board of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry may 
adopt such by-laws, rules and regulations as it may consider 
necessary for its proper government; but no by-law, rule or 
regulation shall be adopted by any board which shall in any 
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way conflict with the purposes and objects of the chamber 
as set forth in its charter, by-laws, rules and regulations. 

No board of this chamber, or any member thereof, shall 
contract any debt in its behalf which shall in any manner, or 
to any extent, render the chamber liable for the payment of 
any sum, unless the same shall have been approved by the 
board of directors of the chamber. 

No action or resolution of any board shall be binding upon 
or expressive of the sense of The Cleveland Chamber of In¬ 
dustry. 

Any board of this chamber may be dissolved by the board 
of directors upon petition approved by two-thirds of the mem¬ 
bers of said board present at a meeting officially called for the 
purpose of considering such dissolution; and any board shall 
be suspended or dissolved by the board of directors for any 
action-contrary to the charter, by-laws, rules and regulations 
of the chamber; such suspension or dissolution may, if the 
board of directors so order, constitute a charge against the 
members of such board as provided in Article VIII of the by¬ 
laws of the chamber. 

Boards, or associations, in affiliation with the chamber 
shall submit at the annual meetings of the chamber reports 
of their condition and reviews of their proceedings for the 
year. 


Article VII. 

MEETINGS. 

There shall be a regular meeting of the chamber on the 
second Tuesday in each month, except June, July and August, 
or when otherwise ordered by the chamber or its board of 
directors. 


Annual. 

The annual meeting of the chamber shall be held on the 
second Tuesday in January of each year. 

Quorum. 

Twenty members shall constitute a quorum at any regu¬ 
lar meeting of the chamber. 


Hours. 

The hours of meeting shall be fixed by the directors. 
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Order. 

The order of business at ajl regular meetings shall be 
as follows: 

Call to order. 

Reading minutes. 

Communications. 

Reports of officers. 

Reports of standing committees. 

Reports of special committees. 

Unfinished business. 

New business. 

Elections. 

Adjournment. 

Board. 

The board of directors shall hold regular meetings on the 
first Tuesday of each month; seven members of the board 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Committees. 

Meetings of committees may be called at any time by the 
president or by the chairman of such committees. 

Special. 

Special meetings of the chamber, board of directors and 
committees may be called by the president; special meetings 
of the chamber or board shall be called upon the written re¬ 
quest of ten members. 

Change. 

The board of directors may at any time order a change 
in time of holding regular or special meetings. 

Business. 

At all special meetings of the chamber, only such business 
as the meeting was called to consider shall be discussed or 
acted upon, except by unanimous consent. 

Attendance. 

Neglect of officers, directors or members of committees 
to attend three consecutive meetings shall be deemed a tender 
of resignation, unless satisfactory reasons be given acceptable 
to the board of directors. 

Executive. 

Upon motion of any member, the chamber may, by a 
majority vote, go into executive session. 
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Speeches. * 

No member shall be permitted to speak more than twice, 
or longer than five minutes each time, on any one subject, 
except by a majority vote of those present. 

Exclusion. 

No one but a member shall address the chamber, except 
by unanimous consent. 

Resolutions. 

All resolutions offered must be in writing and handed 
to the secretary. 

Reference. 

No member shall read or offer for action any communi¬ 
cation, report or resolution, without first making a general 
statement of the subject matter thereof. Should any two 
members object to its coming before the chamber at once, 
it shall be referred to an advisory committee of three, to be 
immediately appointed by the presiding officer. After hearing 
any statement the member offering or the members objecting 
to the resolution may desire to make, said advisory com¬ 
mittee shall report the resolution back to the same meeting 
of the chamber with a recommendation that the resolution be 
acted upon at once, or be referred for future action. 

Approval. 

Any communication, report or resolution which has re¬ 
ceived the approval of the board of directors shall be acted 
on without reference. 

Article VIII. 

Elections. 

The election of directors shall be held upon the second 
Tuesday in December of each year. If, for any reason, it is 
deemed expedient to change the date of any annual election, 
a resolution to such effect must receive a two-thirds vote of 
those present at any general meeting. 

Nominating. 

At the last regular meeting of the board of directors prior 
to the annual election the board shall elect a nominating com¬ 
mittee, said committee to consist of one member from each 
of the nine districts. 
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Official. 

The nominating committee shall prepare a list of eighteen 
candidates, two from each district, to be known as the “official 
ticket/’ and from which members may select nine for direc¬ 
tors, voting for but one from each district. All nominations 
made by the nominating committee must be of members who 
are seat holders in good standing. 

Reports. 

The report of the nominating committee shall be posted 
and a printed copy thereof mailed to each member of the 
chamber at least six days prior to the annual election. 

Polls. 

The polls shall be open from 12 m. until 5 p. m. on the 
day of the annual election. 

Result. 

The candidate from each of the nine districts receiving 
the highest number of votes cast at the annual election shall 
be constituted and declared a member of the board of direc¬ 
tors for the period of two years. 

Tie. 

In the election of directors, should a tie vote occur, the 
committee of judges shall cast lots and certify as elected the 
person or persons on whom the selection falls. 

Unofficial. 

Any fifteen members of the chamber may nominate a 
different ticket or tickets by posting the same, over their sig¬ 
natures, on the bulletin board, not later than three days previ¬ 
ous to the annual election, provided, however, that the ticket 
conforms to the requirements of the “official ticket” in the 
observance of the nine districts and that the nominees shall 
be seat holders. 

Voting. 

All voting shall be by ballot. No proxies shall be allowed. 
A plurality of the votes cast shall constitute an election. 

Judges. 

The president shall appoint and announce at the meeting 
when the nominating committee is elected, a committee of 
five judges, who are not members of the board of directors 
or candidates for election as such, to have supervision of the 
election, and such committee shall serve from the opening of 
the polls until the result has been ascertained. 
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Certificates. 

The committee shall cause to be issued to each director 
elected a certificate of his election, bearing the signature of 
the committee of judges. 

Article IX. 

TRIALS AND CHARGES. 

Court. 

The board of directors shall constitute a court to examine 
into charges of unbusinesslike conduct, willful violation of 
business contracts or obligations, or offenses against the by¬ 
laws, rules and regulations of the chamber. 

Investigation. 

If it shall become known to the board that any member 
has disgraced himself, and that in the opinion of the board 
his further connection with the chamber would injuriously 
affect its good name and dignity, it shall be the duty of the 
board to cause an investigation, and it shall report the result 
of such investigation to the chamber for final action, with 
its recommendation. 

Charges. 

Charges made by one or more members against another 
must always be submitted to the board of directors in writing, 
and due notice shall be promptly given said accused member 
of such charges. 

\ 

Expulsion. 

Any member who may be expelled from the chamber 
shall forfeit his membership certificate and be excluded from 
the rooms, and the application of any expelled member shall 
not again be considered for election to membership, unless 
by a two-thirds vote of the board of directors. 

Hearing. 

Members against whom charges are made shall be entitled 
to a fair hearing in their own defense, but shall not employ 
professional counsel to defend them. 

Notification. 

The secretary shall notify, by mail or messenger, any 
member who shall have been censured, suspended or ex¬ 
pelled. 
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Article X. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

Expenditures. 

No disbursements of the funds of the chamber shall be 
made unless the same shall have been approved and ordered 
by the executive committee or board of directors, and no or¬ 
der upon the treasurer shall be honored by him unless such 
order shall be signed by the secretary and countersigned by 
the president, or in the absence of the president, one of the 
vice-presidents. 


Appropriations. 

No appropriation of money or other property of the 
chamber shall be made for any purpose other than to defray 
its legitimate expenses, except by the unanimous vote of the 
members present at a meeting of the board of directors, 
or a four-fifths majority vote of those present at a meeting of 
the chamber. 


Article XI. 

SEAL. 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry shall have a seal of 
such design as the board of directors may adopt. 

Article XII. 

PARLIAMENTARY RULES. 

The proceedings of the chamber meetings shall be gov¬ 
erned by and conducted according to the latest edition of 
Roberts’ manual on parliamentary rules. 

Article XIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

By-Laws. 

• 

These by-laws may be amended or altered by a two-thirds 
vote of those present at any regular or special meeting, pro¬ 
vided notice of the proposed change shall have been published 
in The Cleveland Enterprise, or mailed to the members, at 
least four days prior to such meeting. 
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Approval. 

All proposed amendments shall first receive the approval 
of the board of directors. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

Hours. 

The rooms of the chamber shall be open daily from 8:30 
a. m. until 5 p. m. except Sundays and holidays. 

They shall also be open at other times for meetings of 
the chamber board of directors or committees, and by order 
of the executive committee. 


Rooms. 

The rooms shall be for the exclusive use of members and 
guests, and shall not be used for any purpose not provided 
for unless by permission of the executive committee, and then 
subject to such restrictions as it may deem proper. 

Use. 

The rooms may be used for meetings of any branch of 
trade, business or profession represented in the membership 
of the chamber, but written permission must be obtained 
through the secretary prior to such meeting. 
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Adopted by the House Committee and Approved by the 
Board of Directors. 

HOURS. 

Rule 1. The Club Rooms and Parlors shall be kept open 
every day, except Sunday, from 10 o'clock a. m. until 12 
o'clock midnight. 


PRIVILEGES. 

Rule 2. The Building and Club Rooms are for the ex¬ 
clusive use of members and their families under the following 
conditions: 

(a) The wife of any member may have the use of the 
parlor or other available room, except auditorium, for meet¬ 
ings or other social functions without charge and the audi¬ 
torium from 1 until 5 o'clock p. m. at a rental of ten dollars. 

(b) A member may personally introduce a visitor to 
the privileges of the chamber by a guest card, which, when 
presented shall be recorded with the address of the holder, 
and which shall entitle such person to the privileges of the 
chamber for a period of two weeks. A card of membership in 
any commercial organization of good standing in the United 
States shall entitle the holder to the privileges of the chamber 
for a period of not exceeding two weeks. Such periods may 
be extended by approval of the executive committee. 

(c) A membership card shall be issued annually to 
each member in good standing, who shall present it when so 
requested. 

(d) No book, publication or other property of the 
chamber shall be taken from the rooms, except by authority 
of the executive committee. 

(e) No pictures, works of art or advertisements of any 
noture shall be placed in the rooms, without permission of the 
executive committee. 

(f) Smoking may be prohibited at all meetings of the 
chamber at the discretion of the chair. 

(g) No subscription paper or petition shall be circulated 
nor any article offered for sale in the chamber building, with¬ 
out the permission of the executive committee. 

(h) The courtesies of the chamber shall be extended 
to duly accredited representatives of the press. 
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ENTERTAINMENT. 

Rule 3. (a) No spirituous, malt or vinous liquors 

shall be sold or used upon the premises. 

(b) The playing of games for money is prohibited. 

(c) The Bowling Alleys and Billiard Room are for the 
exclusive use of members. A guest of a member may have 
the privilege of the Bowling Alleys and Billiard Room only 
when accompanied by such member, or upon presentation of 
a guest’s card. 

(d) There shall be no accounts opened. 

(e) The rates for Billiards and Pool shall be thirty 
cents per hour, the minimum charge being ten cents. The 
rates for Bowling shall be ten cents per game, per person. 
Clubs may engage the alleys for exclusive use, but in all cases 
the application must be made by a member; the rental for the 
evening shall be $4.00 for both alleys from 8:30 p. m. to 12:00 
midnight. 

(f) The Bowling Alleys are not to be rented on any 
night when there is a meeting or any other function of the 
chamber. 

(g) Whenever the use of the Bowling Alleys shall con¬ 
flict, on account of noise, with the use of the Auditorium, then 
the alleys shall not be used. 

(h) Rules governing the use of the Bowling Alleys and 
Billiard Rooms, shall be printed and posted in a conspicuous 
place or places, in the room. 

(i) On and after July 1, 1914, the charge for use of 
private cue rack shall be 25 cents per year. 

CONDUCT. 

Rule 4. (a) No member or guest shall give a fee or 

gratuity of any kind to any employee. Any employee ac¬ 
cepting a fee or gratuity shall be dismissed. 

(b) All attendants are required to give courteous treat¬ 
ment to all members and guests. It shall be the duty of the 
members to report in writing to the House Committee any 
complaint, or offer any suggestion, with a view toward im¬ 
provement in the management of the chamber, or its club 
features.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

FOR 1913. 

To the Members of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry ; 

Never before in the history of the country has there been 
such activity in the development of civic and commercial or¬ 
ganizations. This spirit is abroad in the land and the town 
or village without such an organization is a rarity. The proof 
that they are needed in the solution of our social, civic and 
•commercial problems is readily found in their multiplicity 
and the helpful influence which they are exerting. A sig¬ 
nificant fact is the organization of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States of America, which is in reality a fed¬ 
eration of various commercial bodies throughout the country 
to secure unanimous and united action upon important na¬ 
tional legislation affecting the business interests. 

National, state, county and municipal government lends 
a ready ear to the suggestions of civic bodies, for those sug¬ 
gestions come from organizations of citizens, unmixed with 
partisan prejudice or selfish interest. Indeed, the civic body 
may be said to have become the public Forum, and those citi¬ 
zens who contribute time and money to these bodies are ren¬ 
dering truly patriotic service to their town and to the state. 

The functions of the civic body have largely changed 
from that of mere commercial organizations seeking to make 
two dollars sprout where one only was* before, to earnest 
bodies of men seeking not only the development of trade but 
also seeking to solve the problems which go to make a better 
citizenship. 

And while the general ideals and ultimate aims of all 
of these organizations are practically similar, yet in each there 
are particular ends to attain which give local character and 
significance. 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry, while standing for 
all of these general purposes, also has its own particular and 
special field of endeavor and while binding its energies to 
their successful consummation is really and forcefully con¬ 
tributing to the final perfection, the desideratum of all. 

It is evident, then, from all the signs of the times and 
from the spirit of service and good citizenship which is so 
prevalent, that membership in the Cleveland Chamber of In¬ 
dustry is not useless, not wasted, but an invaluable asset to 
possess. 

In coming to you with our annual report for 1913, your 
Board of Directors feels that, with your help and earnest 
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cooperation, we can only express our gratification over the 
year which has just closed. 

We wish to most cordially thank our standing and special 
committees for the work each has rendered the chamber and 
the community. It has been truly said that the remarkable 
success of this body has been the enthusiastic, harmonious 
and unselfish work of its membership. To this should be 
added the spirit of good-fellowship and democracy which pre¬ 
vails. 

The accomplishments of the chamber during the past year 
have been many; its aid and influence for the community has 
been exerted in numerous ways, and all has been done with¬ 
out undue flourish, but quietly, persistently, constantly through 
its committees and its board of directors. 

The condition of the organization, as to its influence, 
character of membership and financial standing was never 
better. There has been the steady growth and solidifying 
which comes with years of service proved, and with the sev¬ 
enth birthday anniversary of The Cleveland Chamber of In¬ 
dustry yet to be, there is no question of the future. 

We have spoken of the democracy of this organization; 
of the desire to get near to its membership and their wishes. 
In keeping with that spirit, the by-laws were revised during 
the past year, and instead of but four districts from which to 
elect directors, nine now exist with definite boundaries and 
entitling each district to two members upon the board of di¬ 
rectors. This only emphasizes that The Chamber of Industry 
is for all, and seeks to come in closer touch with its constit¬ 
uency through a more universal representation in its board 
of directors. 

In a review of the work of the chamber for 1913, it would 
be tedious to enter into detail and only matters pf more gen¬ 
eral interest will be touched upon. The fact that the Execu¬ 
tive offices are open every day, and that every hour is a busy 
one, is sufficient evidence of the variety and extent of the 
chamber's work. 

Bridges. 

“Eternal vigilance" seems to be not only “the price of 
liberty," but also the price of the greatly needed bridges of 
the city of Cleveland. Each year the Chamber of Industry 
can record further progress in this direction of the city's 
development. 

The Detroit-Superior High Level Bridge seems at last 
to have started upon its way to final completion and all dif¬ 
ficulties apparently have been removed. The Bridge Com-

mittee of the chamber has permitted itself no idle moments 
and has met in conference both county and city officials, firmly 
holding fast tc the wishes and desires of the city west of the 
river that absolutely nothing should change the plans adopted 
and that all possible speed be exercised in the construction 
of this great and important improvement. 

The Brooklyn-Brighton bridge received the careful con¬ 
sideration of our Bridge Committee a year ago, and through 
its efforts an ideal route was chosen, and the County Commis¬ 
sioners commenced preliminary proceedings. It developed 
that funds were not available to build a new structure without 
authority from the voters to issue bonds for the same. Prompt¬ 
ly the chamber at its meeting on September 9, passed a reso¬ 
lution calling upon the County Commissioners to submit the 
question to the voters in November. This was done and a 
bond issue of $850,000 was authorized by a tremendous ma¬ 
jority. A special campaigfn committee was formed, consist¬ 
ing of representatives from various organizations, and head¬ 
quarters established in the Chamber of Industry building. 
The Chamber also made a liberal appropriation to the fund 
which was raised to carry on a campaign for the success of 
the bonds. The authority has now been given the county to 
proceed at once with the building of this bridge, the third 
most important traffic structure in the city. There should 
be no delay, for the present bridge is all but unfit and unsafe 
for the demands made upon it and a very important part of 
the city will be retarded in its growth until the new bridge is 
built. We believe that this chamber should insist that the new 
bridge be built, as originally planned, straight and level from 
highland to highland. 

The Clark avenue bridge, which has had a long and de¬ 
vious career, is making progress, but there should be no fur¬ 
ther delay and that important improvement hastened to its 
finish. 

The resolutions adopted by this chamber November 12, 
1912, in reference to inaugurating a movement for a Lorain- 
Huron High Level Bridge, should not remain a dead-letter. 
We hope that this movement will be started at once, and 
Cleveland prepare herself for the expansion which is here 
and growing with tremendous rapidity. 

Industrial. 

The industrial development of the city west of the river 
has had a marvelous growth during the past year and prom¬ 
ises even greater things in the year to come. The discovery 
of great natural gas reservoirs in the West End, and develop- 
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ment of wells flowing millions of feet, has not only greatly 
enhanced manufacturing opportunities, but factories have not 
been slow to seize those opportunities. The West Side has 
often been referred to as “the residential section” of Cleve¬ 
land, and while that is true, we must now recognize its pres¬ 
ent and growing importance as a manufacturing section. 

The Industrial Committee of the chamber, at the begin¬ 
ning of 1913, recognized this fact and determined to bring it 
home to the members of the chamber. A most unique series 
of industrial “Little Journeys” was planned and most suc¬ 
cessfully carried out. The itinerary was as follows:

While these “Little Journeys” were well attended, yet the 
number of pilgrims should have been much larger. Those 
who did attend marveled at what they saw and came to real¬ 
ize something of the city's power and influence in the indus¬ 
trial world, and they marveled all the more because these 
industries were only a part of numerous others located west 
of the river. It is to be hoped that these “Little Journeys” 
may be a regular feature of each year and eventually all the 
industrial plants visited. 

The Industrial Committee gave yet further and, if pos¬ 
sible, more valuable sendee during the past year. It sought to 
secure important and illuminating statistics relative to the 
industries located west of the river. Such statistics are easily 
obtainable for the city, as a whole, but to obtain definite in¬ 
formation as to part of the city proved a most difficult mat¬ 
ter. However, an Industrial Committee of a Chamber of In¬ 
dustry could be nothing else than industrious. Through its 
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own efforts, the cooperation of the more progressive manu¬ 
facturers and with the splendid aid of Hon. Virgil J. Terrell, 
of this chamber, and Mr. Wallace D. Yaple, of The Industrial 
Commission of Ohio, the most gratifying results were obtained. 

Statistics obtained, absolutely reliable, from 309 indus¬ 
trial concerns west of the Cuyahoga river give the following:

In the future, when the industrial status of the city west 
of the river is questioned, we will have definite and correct 
figures to present, at least for the year of 1912. These figures 
will grow larger instead of smaller, and it would indeed be 
gratifying if we could have them each year. 

We feel that the sincere thanks of this chamber are due 
the Industrial Committee for its great year’s work and we 
have no suggestions to make for its future guidance, being 
perfectly willing to follow its splendid initiative. 


Street Paving. 

It is scarcely necessary for us to refer to the pressing 
need throughout the city for more pavements and repair of 
existing ones. The city west of the river is no exception to 
the rule and during the past year our Committee on Streets 
has been called upon to consider a large number of special 
complaints, and in all cases the complaint was found to be 
justified. We are pleased to say that the city authorities have 
rendered all the aid in their power, but unfortunately that 
power was not always strong enough to completely meet the 
situation. There seems to be some doubt, under the present 
ownership and operation of the street railway system, just 
where the responsibility of the city ceases and that of the 
street railway company begins in the matter of repair of pave¬ 
ments bordering the tracks. Perhaps the chief cause of all 
the complaints may be found in this. It is a question which 
should be settled and the public not inconvenienced, and ac¬ 
tually endangered, by ragged and broken pavement bordering 
the street car tracks. 

A very important project, and one which our Street 
Committee successfully carried up to the County Commis¬ 
sioners, was the paving of Berea Road from Madison avenue 
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to Lorain avenue at its intersection at the Sherman House. 

A petition, properly signed by sufficient frontage was 
presented to the County Commissioners and action promised. 
There was no action by the old board of County Commis¬ 
sioners; it is gratifying to note that the present board is 
giving this matter its attention. The territory to be benefited 
by this improvement is largely devoted to great industrial 
plants and every transportation facility should be afforded 
them. It is our hope that the accomplishment of this im¬ 
provement will be a special object of the chamber for 1914. 
Nickel Plate Grade Crossings. 

We regret to note that another year has passed with no 
work done on eliminating the grade crossings of the Nickel 
Plate railway on the West Side. No advantage has been 
taken of the bonds voted for this purpose several years ago. 
The delay, as we understand the situation, has been caused 
by the failure of the city and the railway company not coming 
to any agreement as to what streets shall be “dead-ended” in 
making these eliminations. We thoroughly believe that no 
street should be dead-ended if it is possible to avoid the same. 
We fully realize that property interests will suffer and that 
a depressed right of way through a thickly settled residential 
section will bring other hardships and discomforts. A solu¬ 
tion to this problem has been suggested, that is to divert the 
Nickel Plate railway through Walworth Run. To this the 
railway company offers serious objections. Thus between con¬ 
flicting interests, this great and necessary improvement is per¬ 
mitted to languish, while other grade crossings in the city 
are being eliminated. It would seem to us that the chamber 
should take up this matter and endeavor to reach the best 
possible adjustment and then demand immediate action. 
The danger of delay means that the bonds provided for this 
work may be diverted to other grade eliminations, and thus will 
be lost to us all opportunity of keeping to the front in modem 
improvements and the “safety first” ranks. 

Parks and Boulevards. 

The past year has shown marked advance in the devel¬ 
opment of our parks and boulevards. 

The leveling of the old reservoir, or Fairview park has 
been accomplished, the immense quantities of earth being 
removed to fill in on the Edgewater boulevard extension. Fair- 
view park, now a level stretch, will be beautified and in com¬ 
mission next summer. 

The extension of Edgewater boulevard from W. 45th 
to W. 25th, is progressing. Fills have been made, and grad- 
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ing done. It is hoped that by spring the newly filled in earth 
will be settled sufficiently that a driveway may be made, which 
would do much to relieve the congestion of traffic, especially 
automobile. 

Our committee held a conference with the County Park 
Commission and city officials, relative to the Rocky River 
Parkway and proposed encircling County Boulevard. It is 
evident, as a result of these conferences, that there must be 
legislation making it possible to give the County Park Com¬ 
mission funds to prosecute its work. There should be no de¬ 
lay in this matter for there never was a more opportune time 
to secure, practically free, the beauty spots of Cuyahoga 
county. 

The chamber has also endorsed and lent its aid to the 
proposed “Cliff Drive,” which will secure to the city of Cleve¬ 
land one mile of lake frontage from Edge water park to the 
city limits on'the west. Our committee has held conferences 
in reference to this great project with city and county officials, 
interested property owners and the Chamber of Commerce. 
From present indications there is every reason to believe that 
the city will accept the generous gift of the property owners 
and the city obtain a cliff drive and protected waterway, un¬ 
surpassed by any city in the world. 

The Playground movement is growing in Cleveland and 
the coming year promises great development along that line. 
Through the generosity of Mr. Otto I. Leisy, the city is pro¬ 
ceeding to establish its first model playground, and it is very 
gratifying to note that it is proposed to locate this playground 
west of the river. 

The building of the Edgewater bath house should be 
rapidly pushed along so that it is ready by the time the season 
opens. 

Street and Steam Railways. 

The congestion in street car traffic is growing, notwith¬ 
standing a very liberal increase in equipment and speeding up 
of schedules. It is becoming evident, even to the most skep¬ 
tical, that the surface lines must be relieved. It is gratifying 
to note that sub-way terminals, at the Public Square, are 
being considered as well as subway approaches from both 
East and West 9th streets. Perhaps of more immediate in¬ 
terest to us is the proposition to provide subway approaches 
on Detroit Avenue and W. 25th street to the westerly approach 
of the lower deck of the new high level bridge. This will 
mean a large subway at W. 25th street and Detroit avenue, 
provided with all the conveniences of a modern transfer sta- 
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tion, leaving the surface roadways at this point entirely clear 
for vehicle traffic to reach the upper deck of the bridge. 

The opening of the Denison-Harvard cross-town line a 
few weeks ago is the fulfillment of a promise made this cham¬ 
ber by the Traction Commissioner last winter. The line is an 
important one for the West Side and should be the means 
of ^rawing a large volume of trade hitherto not enjoyed, for 
a passenger from the corner of Broadway and Harvard can 
reach the business heart of the West Side in from 15 to 20 
minutes less time than he can reach the Public Square by 
way of Broadway. The section, also, from Denison-Har¬ 
vard bridge to Broadway on Harvard avenue, is rapidly build¬ 
ing up with residences and industrial plants, under the im¬ 
petus given by this line, and the quickest and most natural 
outlet is by way of the West Side. 

With the separation of the grade crossing of the Big 
Four at W. 65th Street, a long looked for and necessary im¬ 
provement has been made, the way opened for the extension of 
the W. 65th cross-town line to Denison avenue, thus establish¬ 
ing an ideal belt line extending from the lake on the west to 
the lake on the east. This extension should be urged by this 
chamber during the coming year. 

The extension of the car line to West Park cemetery is 
also being favorably considered. This is an accommodation 
which this organization has frequently urged. 

The location of a modern passenger depot at, or near 
Detroit avenue and the Lake Shore railway is one of the most 
pressing necessities of the city west of the river. It is cer¬ 
tainly a great injustice that in the entire territory west of the 
river, with a population close upon 300,000, there is but one 
very mediocre passenger station for the accommodation and 
convenience of the public. This chamber should redouble its 
efforts to secure a joint passenger station for both the Lake 
Shore and Nickel Plate railways at or near Detroit avenue. 
Now that the Union Depot question has been settled and the 
Lake Shore will lessen its grade to a considerable extent from 
the river to Detroit avenue, the objection of the railway com¬ 
pany to a steep grade can no longer hold. We consider the se¬ 
curing of such passenger depot one of our greatest necessities 
and it would be a matter of prime importance to this body dur¬ 
ing the coming year. 

High School of Commerce. 

The building which houses the High School of Commerce, 
Randall and Bridge avenues, is inadequate for its present 
needs, and the growing popularity of commercial training in 
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our public school system demands equal equipment with any 
other of our academic or special high schools. 

Proper relief for our High School of Commerce has been 
made a study by a special committee for the past year, and, 
upon the report of this committee, resolutions were adopted 
by this board requesting the board of education to at once 
take up the matter. The proposition has been referred by the 
board of education to its proper committee for consideration 
in making up the building budget for 1914. It is hoped that 
this matter will not be lost sight of but persistently urged 
until success attends our efforts. 

River and Harbor. 

The improvement of the river and harbor is a proposition 
in which every citizen of Cleveland should be interested. The 
improvement of the upper river is well under way. Consid¬ 
erable discussion has been pccasioned over the so-called 1 
“Route No. 1” for the straightening of the lower river. At 
one time this threatened to interfere with the new high level 
bridge’s plans, causing a change of grade and possibly a year 
more of delay. Route No. 1 was therefore much opposed by 
this chamber. However, aside from that fact, the sane and 
proper course appears to preserve the channel which nature 
designed, widen and deepen the river, cut off some of the 
sharper bends, establish dock lines which may not be ignored 
by railway corporations in building bridges, and to build solid 
and substantial docks. With the completion of the high level 
bridge and the removal of the center pier of the present via¬ 
duct, together with the above suggestions, there will be no 
serious hindrance to the largest type of freighters reaching 
any dockage along the river in reasonable time. 

Our river and harbor committee has had numerous con¬ 
ferences with the Federal Engineer at this port regarding river 
matters and have had in mind at all times the proper safe¬ 
guarding of navigation as well as the convenience of the public. 
The Trolley Freight Ordinance. 

Among the important matters which very early came be¬ 
fore the chamber during the past year was the so-called “Trol¬ 
ley Freight Ordinance ” 

We feel that, owing to certain circumstances, a clear and 
concise statement of this matter should be made for the bene¬ 
fit of the chamber as well as the enlightenment of the public. 

In order to correctly present the attitude of this body, 
we herewith incorporate the report of a special committee, 
appointed January 14 1913, and which submitted to this board 
on January 27, 1913, the following report: 
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“This ordinance (No. 26788) provides in brief that the 
railway company shall have the right, quoting the exact lan¬ 
guage of the ordinance, ‘to move and operate freight cars and 
to carry and transport therein merchandise, freight in package 
or in bulk, farm produce and food stuffs, except live stock/ 

“In the course of its investigation into this matter, your 
committee has conferred with a committee of the chamber 
of commerce and with various parties interested both for 
and against the ordinance, and the most salient fact devel¬ 
oped has been that none of these parties were aware that the 
ordinance permitted the hauling of freight in bulk. The 
chamber of commerce sub-committee especially disclaimed 
wanting or having asked for the bulk clause, and shippers 
generally who have been interested in and desired the passage 
of the ordinance, have been led to believe that the ordinance 
did not permit the hauling of freight in bulk. 

“But the language of the ordinance is clear, plain, and 
unequivocal. By virtue of the authority granted by its terms, 
lumber, brick, coal, limestone, and any other bulk commodity 
can be transported through every street of the city on which 
there is a street railway track. 

“This provision of the ordinance your committee unani¬ 
mously disapproves, and in view of the fact that the wholesale 
merchants of the city, at whose instance the ordinance was 
passed, shippers generally, and the chamber of commerce com¬ 
mittee in particular, have not asked for and say they cannot 
make use of the bulk freight clause, it would seem to your com¬ 
mittee that the people of this city should be made to thoroughly 
understand all that the present ordinance means to them and 
that this chamber should go on record as opposing this or¬ 
dinance or any ordinance containing a bulk freight provision. 

“Your committee would further recommend that this 
chamber endorse the efforts of citizens interested in having 
this ordinance submitted to a referendum vote of the electors 
of this city, and lend all the aid in their power to have said 
ordinance so submitted.

This report was adopted by your board of directors and 
a notice sent to the entire membership of a special meeting of 
the chamber to pass upon the said report. This meeting was 
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held on January 31, 1913, and was largely attended. The 
report was adopted by the chamber without a dissenting vote. 
Referendum petitions were, thereupon, circulated and over 
18,000 signatures obtained and the ordinance ordered submit¬ 
ted to the voters on November 4, 1913. 

Having accomplished all it set out to do, namely, have 
the ordinance submitted to a vote of the people, the chamber 
permitted the matter to rest. 

As the time for voting upon this ordinance arrived, it de¬ 
veloped that a substitute ordinance, No. 30863, had been in¬ 
troduced in the city council on September 15, 1913, and re¬ 
ceived its second reading on September 22, 1913, differing 
from ordinance No. 26788 then up for referendum in this, 
that the words “in bulk” were omitted. Written assurances 
were also given by the Cleveland Railway Company that they 
would accept the substitute ordinance, and Traction Com¬ 
missioner Witt wrote: “This ordinance (No. 30863) has 
had two readings and will only be placed on its third reading 
if the ordinance to be voted on is sustained by the voters.” 

Under such circumstances, and in view of the fact that 
the chamber's effort had only been to secure a referendum, 
this organization took no further action in the matter, trusting 
to the representations above that the substitute ordinance 
would be passed and the “in bulk” clause removed. 

At the election on November 4, 1913, ordinance No. 
26788 was sustained by the voters by a large majority. 

The matter then, in brief, stands that the chamber ob¬ 
jected to “bulk” freight, asked for a referendum and secured 
it. was promised that a substitute ordinance would be passed 
without the “in bulk” clause in case the original ordinance was 
sustained, and that on December 1, 1913, the substitute or¬ 
dinance was passed, thus granting all that this chamber con¬ 
tended (or. 

Police Committee Alert. 

Our Fire and Police Committee has not been idle during 
the past year. In March the committee held conferences with 
city officials and council committees in reference to largely 
increasing the police force of the city. Traffic conditions had 
become such that'more patrolmen were absolutely needed to 
guard the public at many congested points, thus reducing the 
active force for the more serious duties of the police in pro¬ 
tecting life and property from the inroads of the criminal 
classes. The chamber committee took the position that the 
city should be properly policed, let the cost be what it would. 
Largely, by the firm stand, taken by our committee, one hun- 
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dred patrolmen were added to the force. The fact, however, 
confronts the city, that this addition of one hundred members 
is but a drop in the bucket, and Cleveland must meet, in an 
adequate manner, this prime requisite of a metropolitan city. 
From the faithfulness, ability and energy of our Fire and 
Police Committee, we have no doubt that the chamber will al¬ 
ways be well represented in all measures looking to the public 
safety of our citizens. 

It is a pleasure to note that the movement inaugurated 
by our committee over a year ago for a “safe and sane” Hal¬ 
lowe’en bore fruit this year and that the night of ghostly revels 
did not partake of the wild lawlessness and destruction of 
property which had so long marked it as a dreaded event. 

Addition to Chamber Building. 

One of the most important projects, of immediate and 
personal interest to every member of this chamber, is the ad¬ 
dition to the building. 

The chamber of industry was perhaps the first of civic 
organizations in this country to combine with its more serious 
work, social and club features. At that time, those who were 
interested in the growth and development of civic bodies, re¬ 
garded such procedure as a very doubtful experiment. Today, 
we are pleased to state, that viewpoint has materially changed 
and organizations, whether civic or otherwise, recognize the 
value of entertainment and social features in order to more 
closely knit its membership in the bonds of good fellowship 
as well as loyalty and enthusiasm to the basic principles of 
the organization. 

In some instances local environment is a large factor in 
deciding just how far the development of the social or club 
features shall go. We sincerely believe that the Chamber of 
Industry is so located that to meet its fullest measure of suc¬ 
cess, it should afford adequate social and club features and 
that it should be a delightful place where its members may 
congregate for other than the special and routine business of 
a purely civic organization. 

It has been a source of gratification to us that during the 
past year, many business corporations have used our building 
for the purpose of holding meetings of directors, stockholders, 
etc. We have also had the pleasure of affording accommoda¬ 
tions to charitable and philanthropic committees, engaged in 
work which was for the benefit and uplift of the community. 
We believe it is the business of this chamber to promote and 
foster all such activities and that our building should become 
a real temple of civic and social advancement. We hope that 
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each year will see more and more activity of this character. 

On March 4, 1913, this board unanimously passed the 
following resolutions: 

“WHEREAS, When the Chamber of Industry, in 1909, 
planned to finance the building proposition and solicit support 
for the same, a prospectus was issued setting forth in the most 
attractive manner the social and club features which would be 
developed in the building we now occupy. There is no ques¬ 
tion but such a proposition strongly appealed to our citizens 
from the fact that at that time a club house, under refined 
conditions, was not available to a general membership such as 
composed this body. Without a dollar in any ‘Building Fund' 
to lend encouragement, chamber committees and individual 
members succeeded in obtaining liberal subscriptions to pay 
$20,000 for the present property and $10,000 for alterations 
and furnishings. This was done upon the promise, both ex¬ 
pressed and implied in the prospectus, and was effectively 
used as an argument in securing new members. 

“When the present building was taken possession of, two 
bowling alleys and three second hand pool and billiard tables 
were installed. No club room, reading room, library or other 
recreation room was provided for members. This equipment 
at that time, with but 400 members, seemed sufficient and as 
extensive as good business judgment dictated. However, 
before the close of 1911 the list had grown to 1026. Begin¬ 
ning with 1913 the membership list shows over 1,100 with 
a large number of non-productive members having been 
dropped in 1912. There is every reason to presume that before 
the close of the present year that the roster will be further 
revised and enlarged to at least 1,200 members of a most solid 
and substantial character. It must, therefore, be self-evident 
that the social or club features have not kept pace with the 
growth and demands of the membership. 

“While the prime function of The Cleveland Chamber of 
Industry, as the charter indicates, is purely civic, it is fair 
and just to presume that a very considerable number of its 
members have been attracted to it solely for civic reasons 
alone and would continue active financial support in the ab¬ 
sence of all club features. 

“However, fortunately or unfortunately, from the prom¬ 
ise of the prospectus and enthusiastic assertion of members 
as to club features, another very large element has joined the 
chamber with the double end in view, namely: civic and so¬ 
cial. These members expect such facilities as go with a club 
proposition and in the failure to provide them there is danger 
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of their withdrawal from our membership. These members 
should be held, for while the social side may attract them most 
they will soon become imbued with the real spirit of the cham¬ 
ber and make solid and enthusiastic members of this body in 
its more serious work. 

“It is evident, therefore, that a very strong desire exists 
for the material enlargement of such social and club features 
and that this board of directors should give this matter its 
careful and serious consideration. Therefore be it 

“RESOLVED, That a special committee of five, con¬ 
sisting of H. M. Farnsworth, M. F. Fisher, F. L. Robinson, 
J. W. Stone and A. F. Leopold be and is hereby appointed to 
make a study of this proposition and report to this board upon 
plans, ways and means; and be it further 

“RESOLVED, That pending such report no extensive 
repairs or alterations be made in the building.” 

In accordance with these resolutions, on April 1st, 1913, 
the special committee made an elaborate and exhaustive re¬ 
port, after having given the matter the most careful study 
from every standpoint of the welfare of the chamber. The 
report of the committee was unanimously approved by your 
board of directors and referred to the action of the members 
of the chamber at the regular meeting on April 8. Previous 
to this there had been mailed to every member a copy of the 
report and plans of the proposed enlargement. The meeting 
of April 8th was largely attended and the chairman of the 
special committee addressed the chamber upon the report, 
illustrating his remarks with stereopticon slides. The report 
was unanimously approved and adopted. 

The committee at once set out to finance the oroposition 
and met with most encouraging results. It was not consid¬ 
ered wise to attempt the enlargement during the past year, as 
it would have very seriously inconvenienced the chamber dur¬ 
ing the fall and winter season when activities are at their 
maximum. 

However, one feature of the enlargement and improve¬ 
ment, was contracted for and will be completed in a short 
time, and that is the Marquise which will add beauty, dignity 
and comfort to the entrance of the building. 

The personal pride of each member, then, should be 
aroused to lend this project every encouragement, both finan¬ 
cial and moral, in his power. It means another great step 
forward in the usefulness of this organization in the com¬ 
munity. We commend the project to the incoming board; a 
project which received the unanimous endorsement of this 
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board and of the membership in session assembled to pass 
upon it. 

Let us demonstrate that the Chamber of Industry can 
grandly accomplish that which it sets out to do. 

The Cleveland Enterprise. 

One of the problems which confront civic bodies and 
other organizations, is how to obtain sufficient publicity of 
their activities and make the general public fully familiar with 
their aims and puiposes. The daily press, with the vast de¬ 
mand made upon it to cover the news of a busy world, can 
only touch briefly upon the more important events in the life 
of these organizations. If all the activities, then, of a civic 
body is to get to its membership in all its details, a special 
medium almost really becomes a necessity. Hence it is not 
surprising to learn that civic and other bodies ha,ve resorted 
to “official organs” in which to convey this information. In 
most cases this is done in monthly publications in magazine 
form, in many others weekly bulletins are published, but so 
far as we have knowledge the Chamber of Industry is alone 
in publishing an eight page, seven column, weekly newspaper. 

It is our belief that the success, largely, of this chamber, 
in promoting and creating a helpful public sentiment for the 
improvements, and for the principles for which it stands, is 
due to this unique method of publicity. Not only is our of¬ 
ficial organ, The Cleveland Enterprise, used to promote civic 
advancement as advocated by this chamber, but it freely gives 
the use of its columns to all other worthy endeavor of the 
community. It may be interesting to state that inquiries have 
been made of us, from many civic bodies throughout the coun¬ 
try, just how we managed our publication as they were anx¬ 
ious to solve the problem as successfully as we have. 

Our paper is under the direct supervision of our executive 
committee and we are happy to state that the publication is on 
a sound financial basis and is growing in power and influence. 
We besoeak for it the continued interest and patronage of the 
public, for we believe it is doing a helpful and constructive 
work in our community. 

The West Side Market House. 

We should be indeed lost did we not have this interesting 
topic to include in an annual report. The present market 
house is still incomplete, the steel sheds to accommodate the 
vegetable vendors being an important missing factor. The 
“split” market is a detriment to the trade of both sides of the 
street and a grave inconvenience and danger to the market 
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going public. Repeated promises have been made as to the 
early completion of these steel sheds, but after two years we 
seem no nearer to them than before. We strongly urge that 
the market be consolidated, under any circumstances, not 
waiting for the sheds. The vegetable market and its patrons 
will not be subjected to any greater inclemency of weather 
than at present, and the “split” market will be abolished. 

The old market house building is an eye sore to one of 
our most important business sections. It is serving no useful 
purpose in its present condition. We would suggest that it 
be torn down and the site beautified until other disposition 
can be made of it. 

In Conclusion. 

While the Chamber of Industry has a notable list of 
achievements to its credit in the past, the future presents ever 
growing opportunities for its activities. As loyal and patri¬ 
otic citizens of Cleveland we rejoice in the general prosperity 
and splendid growth of our city, and we consider ourselves 
no Jess loyal and patriotic if we especially rejoice in the pros¬ 
perity and advancement of that part west of the Cuyahoga 
river. We are in full sympathy with those general move¬ 
ments which seek the highest development of our city as a 
whole and the civic blessings which may come to elevate the 
social and moral status of its citizenship. We furthermore 
believe that in building up a part we are contributing to the 
general strength and stability of the whole. It therefore ap¬ 
pears to us that every progressive and public spirited citizen 
whose home lies west of the Cuyahoga river could perform 
no more useful or unselfish act of service to his city than by 
joining forces with this chamber for the general weal of 
his city. 
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FAREWELL ADDRESS.

Gentlemen of the Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

In relinquishing such office as I have had the honor of 
filling the past year, it is always customary to make comment 
or offer suggestions, guided by the knowledge acquired from 
such close connection. 

Tonight is the beginning of a new year for us. and marks 
another .milestone in the history of our organization. What 
that history has been is known to the most of you—a record 
of continual striving for the public good with a creditable 
amount of accomplishment. You have learned from the very 
able report as compiled and which has been read by your 
secretary, that the past year has been in keeping with the 
preceding ones; you have learned from the report, also, the 
watchful eye this institution, through its representatives, 
keeps on all public improvements. Stopping a moment to 
analyze the report, one is at once answered very convincingly 
and forcibly as to why such an organization as this should 
exist, what a great good it can do, exemplifying as it does, 
the truth of the old adage of * In union there is strength.. 

The life and prosperity of an organization like this is 
contingent on the enthusiasm and work of its officers aided 
by the hearty co-operation of its members.. In addition to 
prompt payment of dues, attendance at meetings by members 
will be a great aid, encouraging those in charge to put forth 
their best endeavors, tending to strengthen and liven the in¬ 
stitution. There have been a considerable number of with¬ 
drawals and suspensions during the year, but the influx of 
new members has exceeded these, and I am pleased to be able 
to say that it is the mind of the membership committee and 
board of directors that the personnel and standing of the 
organization is better today than at any time in its history. At 
the same time, however, there are quite a few eligible, de¬ 
sirable men living in this section of the city who should belong 
to us; no doubt in time, when they know us better, they will 

J ° in I heartily thank all of the committeemen and members 
of the board of directors, both on behalf of the chamber and 
myself for their cheerful, untiring aid. The method of re¬ 
ferring all questions to the board of directors for action and 
thence passing to the general membership, cannot be improved 
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upon. It furnishes a necessary safe-guard. After such pro¬ 
cedure, the chamber taking a stand, it appears to me that all 
personal individual interest contrary, should be subordinated 
to the public good and all abide cheerfully by such decision 
being willing to live and act on the principle that has made 
our country the greatest upon earth, bow to the will of the 
majority. 

. The greatest care has to be exercised to keep the institu¬ 
tion within the confines of its legitimate work. Politics must 
be avoided as a plague. 

Our social side should be enlarged. To my mind there 
is nothing more conducive to mutual benefit and good and the 
general welfare of the organization than such social affairs as 
we have had in the past.

The com¬ 
mittee at work looking .to the enlargement of our property 
and the addition of facilities of a social phase is deserving 
of every encouragement and final success. It has gone abroad 
that we are a very democratic institution, all members being 
equal and treated alike. Let us continue in this good spirit. 
Let us continue to 

“Do all the good we can 
At all the times we can 
In all the places we can 
To all the people we can 
And for as long as ever we can.” 

Let us: 

“Look up, and not down, 

Out, and not in, 

Forward, and not back, 

AND ALL LEND A HAND.”

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INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 

By F. D. Lawrence. 

January 13, 1914. 

Gentlemen of the Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

I first want to thank you for your generous support at the 
recent election of directors for this organization, which made 
possible the action of the board in selecting me as your pres¬ 
ident for the ensuing year. I also want to thank the direc¬ 
tors for their assurance of assistance during my term of office. 

It is a much higher honor than has ever been my dream 
to attain, and my qualifications for such a high office are to 
me a source of some doubt. 

However, as you have placed the mantle of responsibility 
upon my shoulders it shall be my aim to wear it as gracefully 
as my ability will permit. 

You have chosen a board of directors composed of broad¬ 
minded, capable and conscientious business and professional 
men and that your affairs will be conducted in the manner 
which has brought success to them, you have every assurance. 

Some errors will be made, of this I have no doubt, but 
if those who discover them will point them out and offer 
the necessary remedies, it will be my pleasure to make amends 
in so far as my power extends, and for your board I be¬ 
speak a like consideration. 

My convictions are, that good well-meaning, open-faced 
criticism can only result in the greatest good for the greatest 
number. 

About one year ago it was my privilege and pleasure to 
listen to an address in this Auditorium by a man whom I 
consider the foremost student of humanity and psychology. 

In the course of his talk he made the statement that under 
the natural law, a man first loved himself, next he loved his 
wife and children, next to them his relatives, and following 
them, his neighbors, the community in which he lived, his city, 
his state, his country, his continent and the world in the order 
named. He further stated that the men who were big and 
broad enough to love the world were rare, but that we all 
should love our city, and I take this statement upon which 
to base my remarks upon this occasion. 

The average man in pursuit of his chosen vocation rarely 
has time to devote to duties which extend beyond the realms 
of his city or possibly the section in which he lives but if he 
does that duty well, he is aiding others to accomplish the de¬ 
sired ends in the broader fields which he cannot reach. 
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It will doubtless prove of interest to the members of 
this organization to have reduced to understandable figures 
just what power the Chamber of Industry could produce, pro¬ 
vided every member would show his loyalty to it and his love 
for the city in which he lives. 

The ordinary duties of running our city and state gov¬ 
ernment are cared for by fixed organizations but there is 
much to do for the good citizens in helping to work out civic 
problems by offering of suggestions, devising plans and point¬ 
ing out the ways for their accomplishment in conferences 
with public officials and public spirited citizens. 

The Chamber on January 1st of this year, boasted of 1,107 
good and substantial members. 

Now let us suppose that the average annual earning 
power of this membership is $3,000.00 per man. I take this 
amount, as it is the figure at which your government limits 
incomes without taxation. 

Now let us suppose that each member is a good enough 
citizen to give one day a year of his time to civic duties, to 
make his city a better place to live in, to make himself and 
his family healthier and happier. If he is, then we have 1,107 
days time of a $3,000.00 a year man to work out these civic 
problems, or to express it in a little different manner, on the 
basis of 300 working days a year, we have three men working 
all their time throughout the entire year and enough to spare 
to keep the fourth man busy for eight months. 

Does it not seem to you that this energy, if expended 
in good faithful service, should show wonderful results? And 
does it not seem to you as though it were worth while? 

Aside from this, we have our various standing and spe¬ 
cial committees who give liberally of their time and business 
experience in the attainment of better conditions, better things 
for the community to enjoy. 

I dare say that if any member of this Chamber employed 
four men whom he were paying $3,000.00 a year, that he 
would expect them to accomplish much that was good. 

There are but few of our members who, if they will once 
get into the spirit of this organization, that cannot easily find 
that one day a year to which I have referred and go out alone 
or in company with fellow members to accomplish some de¬ 
sired object, whether that object be the securing of a new 
member or the furtherance of some great public improve¬ 
ment, and the satisfaction that will come with the successful 
achievement of those duties will prove ample reward for the 
effort put forth. There comes a feeling of satisfaction to the 
minds of all men who have done something for the good of 
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others, and in our case what benefits one, likewise benefits all, 
either directly or indirectly. 

We are now able to see the dawn of the day of the Broth¬ 
erhood of Man. It is apparent upon every hand. We see it 
in the trend of legislation, we see it in business, we see it in 
all the walks of daily life. Men are getting to understand 
more of human nature, and the more they understand and 
know of their fellow men the more eager they become to 
learn more. 

After all, what is there to this world of ours but the 
human element? 

Business men have come to realize that to know the char¬ 
acters of the men they employ, to know them personally and 
intimately, is a big asset of their business. 

Why then, is it not a valuable asset to a city which is 
nothing but a big business institution, that such organizations 
exist where men meet and become acquainted with one an¬ 
other, exchange ideas and join forces for the general better-, 
ment. 

I am bold enough to prophesy that when the day of the 
Brotherhood of Man has broken fully upon us, that all polit¬ 
ical party lines will be swept away and that communities shall 
be guided by just such organizations as ours. When that day 
comes the best man available will be in the right place, and the 
position will accept none but the right man. 

I therefore urge the membership of this body to keep in 
the front rank of progress in all matters of public importance, 
that when the time comes they will be found ready to cope 
with the problems of their time. 

Citizens will then seek admission to civic bodies rather 
than to defer joining hands with their fellow men only after 
persistent solicitation. 

Work for the coming year is to be found in abundance, 
and I will draw your attention to a few important projects 
needing the attention of this body during the ensuing year. 

Some of these have taken definite form while others de¬ 
mand action to hasten their realization, and I will mention 
some important projects as they occur to me. 

Bridges 

The Detroit-Superior High Level Bridge may be said to 
be now fairly on its way to completion but owing to the many 
interruptions in its progress and recalling the many obstacles 
that have been placed in the way of rapid completion, it 
would be my recommendation that our Bridge Committee 
keep in close touch with the matter. 
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There may be some minor changes made to conform to 
the proposed subway entrances at both approaches, but these 
matters if given the proper attention and taken up in time, 
need not delay the date that this bridge can be opened for 
public use. 

The connecting Edgewater Boulevard extension will be 
finished about the time the bridge is completed, thus forming 
a magnificent approach from the west side. With the com¬ 
pletion of this extension of the boulevard and the completing 
of the Cliff Drive, one of the most magnificent drives and 
boulevards in the country will extend from the city limits on 
the west to the heart of the city over one of the most complete 
and modern high level bridges in the country. 

The Cliff Drive, it is fair to be presumed, will eventually 
extend to Rocky River in some form or other, and then the 
preservation of Rocky River Valley and the encircling county 
boulevard will be assured. 

The Chamber of Industry has been a leading, if not the 
leading factor in all of the above and we should keep them 
constantly in mind until they have become a reality. 

Clark Avenue Bridge . 

This has been a long drawn out affair and while the pro¬ 
ject at one time seemed to be well cared for by an authorized 
bond issue of $900,000.00 in the year 1911, it was but Friday 
of last week that an article appeared in one of the daily papers 
stating that an issue of $550,000.00 had been recalled and the 
present city council under a suspension of the rules voted to 
repeal the ordinance of 1911 and reissued at a higher rate of 
interest which was found necessary to meet the present con¬ 
ditions of the bond market. 

This bridge is badly needed and our Bridge Committee 
can earn the thanks of the people in the vicinity of its ap¬ 
proaches by doing all within their power to hasten its com¬ 
pletion. 

Lorain-Huron High Level Bridge. 

West Siders have heard this bridge talked of for over 
thirty years, to my definite knowledge, and it is still a myth. If 
our experience in connection with obtaining the Detroit-Su¬ 
perior bridge is anything to go by, not another moment should 
be lost in forming plans looking toward the building of a 
bridge at or near these points. 

About two or three years ago I recall that one of our 
members urged that this be done, but in the rush of other 
matters and in view of all of the controversy which has taken 
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place over the Detroit-Superior bridge, it is only natural that 
this project has been sidetracked. 

Grade Eliminations. 

The separation of grades at the junction of West Madi¬ 
son Avenue and the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern rail¬ 
way is rapidly nearing completion and the street should be 
opened for traffic early this year. 

The grade eliminations of the New York, Chicago & St. 
Louis Railway crossings on the West Side, for which funds 
have already been provided, does not appear to be receiving 
the attention that it should and there is great danger that 
unless something be done at an early date, that the funds 
amounting to nearly two million dollars which have been pro¬ 
vided to carry out this work will be diverted and used for 
other purposes. 

The members of the chamber know full well what this 
means. 

Various reports have been made from time to time to 
the chamber on this project but from the best information 
that can be gathered, the plan proposed by the Nickel Plate 
railroad, whereby they will depress their tracks, seems to be 
the best compromise of the proposition, and I recommend it 
as one of the first duties of the committee to go thoroughly 
into the matter and come to some agreement. 

Passenger Depot. 

The Public Utilities Commission has refused the people 
of Lakewood the passenger depot that they demanded be lo¬ 
cated on Belle avenue, and it therefore seems to be a most 
opportune time for our committee to renew their negotiations 
with the officials of the New York Central & Hudson River 
and the New York, Chicago & St. Louis railroads in an 
endeavor to secure for the West Side a joint passenger sta¬ 
tion at the junction of these two railroads and Detroit ave¬ 
nue. It will be recalled that when this site was first proposed 
the objection was raised by the New York Central & Hudson 
River railroad company on account of the heavy movement 
of freight trains, which they stated would endanger the han¬ 
dling of passengers at that point but they stated that as soon 
as the belt line was in operation that this heavy freight traf¬ 
fic would be diverted to the belt line and the danger thus 
removed. 

It is my understanding that all of the through freight is 
now diverted via the belt line and therefore the way would 
seem clear for them to carry out their promise, to provide 
a station at that point. 
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If they would agree, the Nickel Plate would no doubt 
join them, as the ownership of the two lines is identical and 
doubtless the residents of Lakewood would be glad to see this 
done and would prefer the station located there instead of in 
the midst of their residences. 

Paving. 

Some of the pavements on our main streets are in a de¬ 
plorable and dangerous condition and in spite of promises by 
city officials that repairs would be made some months ago, the 
only activities that came to my notice occurred for a month 
or two prior to the November election. 

The street railway companies are permitted to rip up the 
pavement in order to repair their tracks and to my positive 
knowledge some of the pavement which was removed over two 
years ago has never been perfectly relaid, but the brick re¬ 
placed in a slip-shod manner on a foundaaion entirely inade¬ 
quate and improper. 

This is a matter of greater importance than it may seem, 
as a pavement which has been permitted to become in bad 
order rapidly becomes worse, then the property owners are 
called upon to lay a new pavement. 

Aside from this there is the inconvenience to drivers of 
vehicles, not to mention the danger when holes become deep, 
but the actual wear and tear upon all styles of vehicles, which 
it would be difficult to calculate. 

The old saying, that a stitch in time saves nine, applies 
admirably to pavements. Let us hope for a marked improve¬ 
ment. 

Car Service. 

Complaints of city car service afforded topics for dis¬ 
cussion by the oldest inhabitants and are still the subject of 
much discussion by the present generation and I will there¬ 
fore make no attempt to offer any suggestions relative to 
the improvement of service with but a single exception, being 
content to leave the grievances of the various sections to the 
residents thereof. 

The single exception to which I refer is this: Under 
the present arrangement all west side cars and nearly all of 
the east side lines, in reaching the square, encircle their re¬ 
spective sections of the square in such a manner that all pas¬ 
sengers alighting are compelled to step out into the middle 
of the street and all passengers embarking are compelled to 
stand in the street while awaiting their car. Men, women 
and children wade through snow, slush and mud and stand 
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in it, whereas if a little study was put upon the subject there 
is not a particle of doubt but that the adequate sidewalk fa¬ 
cilities of the public square could be utilized for this purpose 
instead of the middle of the streets. 

It is really marvelous that more people are not injured, 
under the present plan, than we hear of and if for no other 
reason than to afford a safe place to wait for or alight from 
a car, this matter should receive serious attention. 

To our Street & Steam Railway Committee I will rec¬ 
ommend this as one of the first subjects for them to go into, 
and I would further recommend that they invite the co-op¬ 
eration of the Safety First Commission in bringing about this 
change. 

Building Addition. 

This building should become a business, civic, and to a 
degree, a social center, but the demands upon it for these 
purposes are rapidly outgrowing its present capacity: There¬ 
fore, if we are to retain the prestige which we have and now 
enjoy, some plan must be worked out whereby more commodi¬ 
ous quarters can be provided for some of our departments and 
for the actual work for which the Chamber was organized. 

The movement which was started during the past year 
should be revived and the plans then submitted or others 
which would show an improvement upon them, be carried out. 

This subject demands a very thorough and careful study 
and should interest everybody connected with this organiza¬ 
tion. 

It is, however, too broad and presents too many compli¬ 
cations to permit me, at this time, to do more than remind 
you of it. 

Retail Merchants Board. 

* Problems confront merchants doing business in centers 
remote from the big centers around which the greater activi¬ 
ties of a city prevail, and no one can better solve these prob¬ 
lems than the merchants so affected, by conferences with each 
other. 

If such a board was formed among our merchants in this 
section of the city, their organization to be fostered by this 
chamber, I will venture the statement that they would be 
surprised at the results that could be accomplished in attract¬ 
ing people to their places of business. 

Whole volumes containing valuable suggestions are writ¬ 
ten on this subject and it would be well worth the while of 
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some of our more prominent merchants to give this matter 
some thought, and work out a “Get Together” plan. 

Other subjects far too numerous to dwell upon at this 
time, will receive the attention of your board and your com¬ 
mittees. 

In conclusion, let me call your attention to the strength 
and force which your organization can exert as shown by 
figures which I have mentioned if all will do a little. 

That enthusiasm rises no higher than its source, is a 
well known fact. 

It is also a well known fact that we can get out of a 
proposition no more than we put in it, therefore, if this cham¬ 
ber is going to do the most good it must depend upon the 
efforts of its individual members, and its success can always 
be measured by the degree of interest and enthusiasm in its 
work.
